The farmers of Owen county have 
hit upon the only sensible, feasible 
plan to control the price of burley 
tobacco. That plan is simply the 
cutting out of the 1906 crop. At first 
blush this may seem to some a sui- 
cidal polioy, but a simple calcula- 
tion will prove its wisdom. Tf no 
burley tobacco is crown in 1906, the 
1905 crop will bring as much as 
both. There is every prospect that 
the present crop will excel in 
quality and quantity any previous 
yield in the last decade. The mo- 
ment it is saved and preparations 
are begun for the 1906 crop, the to- 
Tust will lay out its plan of 
campaign and sit back in Its den to 
gloat over the millions of fools who 
tiling to contribute to its 
already overflowing coffers. It is 
time for the farmers to quit work- 
ing for the tobacco trust. 

As lonR as the market Is supplied 
with an abundance of the weed, so 
long will the farmers continue at 
the mercy of the hungry octopus. 
Its greed has known no bounds. It 
has grown to such mighty propor- 
tions that every branch of our com- 
mercial life flows into its avaricious 
and greedy stomach. This was 
shown by the failure of the Growers' 
AssDciation In 1904. The very 
money that was promised by 
Eastern capitalists to finance the 
deal was Trust money. They 
promised just enough to keep the 
farmers in a state of expectancy. 
The plan was to make them pitch a 
big crop for 1905. Then came a 
hitch in the negotiations. New 
conditions were imposed as fast, as 
past agreements were fulfilled and 
finally caine failure. Kvery farmer 
knows the consequence of that fail- 
ure and feels its effects. The price 
of tobacco took a sudden leap down- 
ward. Confidence passed from the 
grower and sat, demon-like, npon 
the head of the trust. It was a dis- 
couraging, hopeless, situation for 
the producer. Pending negotia- 
tions, farmers everywhere held 
their tobacco at a handsome price. 
When the failure came they fell 
over each other in tin ir scramble 
to sell at any price. The Conti- 
nental Tobacco Company never 
planned I more successful and dia- 
bolical coup. 

The present plan of the Growers' 
Association is deemed imprac- 
ticable, if not wholy impossible. 
In the first place it involves an ex- 
penditure of $1,500,000 by the far- 
mers for capital stock. "Eastfrn 
capitalists" aro to furnish the rest. 
This plan can never enlist the con- 
fidence of the people, and without 
this, failure will attend its every 
step. Owen County farmers h>(vi 
determined, and wisely so, to pull 
out of the old organization. The 
plan they suggest is one that In- 
volves no expense. No appeal has 
to be made to "Eastern capital- 
ists." Their dealings are all with 
themselves and among themselves 



and no traitors are to be allowed -in 
the camp. If the plan iH adopted 
success is boilbd to attend it. fail- 
ure could not possibly come. A cer- 
tain amount of tobacco must be had 
and had at any price. Farmers 
eoold demand that price and the 
manufacturers would be forced to 
give it. The plan furnishes a great 
opportunity to farmers. Their farms 
could be rested and improved for 
year, their attention turned to 
grass, grain and stock raising and 
their bodies rested from the slavish, 
wearing strain that a tobacco crop 
always occasions. The question is: 
"Will the farmers do it?" If sev- 
enty-five percent, of them say they 
wili, and stiok to It, "the world 
and the fullness thereof" is theirs. 
It costs them nothing to try. The 
plan is feasible. It is practicable, 
inexpensive and certain. Cotton 
growers in tho South have tried it 
and it proves a success. Why not 
?— Owensboro News-Herald. |

RESOLUTIONS OF RESPECT. 

At the meeting of the Franklin 
County If •die*) Society Saturday 
afternoon, August 5, 1905, a com- 
mittee was appointed to prepare 
Suitable resolutions on the death of 
Dr. Joseph Samuel Demaree, which 
oocurred in Shelby county, near 
Bagdad, on the 4th of Augpst, at 
p. m., of a lingering case of typhoid 
fever, continuing for five week 
Dr. Demaree was born In Shelt 
county in 1885. He was educated i 
Memphis and graduated in medicir 
from that city in 1888. He began 
the practice of medicine in Mack 
ville. Washington county, where 
he practioed for eight years, and 
one year In Danville. From those 
points he oame to Frankfort in 1902, 
where he built up a large and suc- 
cessful pnctlce. His suavity of 
manner, retiring and unassuming 
disposition, won for him a host of 
personal friends and a confiding 
clientage. 

Dr. Demaree was married in 1889 
to Miss Trent, of Washington coun- 
ty, by whom he had one son, now 
living, aged fourteen years, and a 
son who died in infancy. His wife 
died in 1898, since which time his 
Whole affections and happiness 
Were oentered in the rearing and 
caro of that surviving son, whose 
manly character evidences a pater- 
nal care that is most beautiful. 
Dr. Demaree was burled Sun- 
day, the 6th inst., at Willisburg. 
Washington county, beside the wife 
of his young manhood and sleeping 
babe. H* leaves three brothers. 
Dr. O. B. Demaree. Henry and 
George Demaree. 

His illness was of that marked 
tpye of typhoid fever which offered 
no hope from its first invasion, de> 
veloping a continuous hemorrhage, 
Which neither skill nor affectionate 
care could control 

Consciousness remained with him 
Until the last moment, and he 
was fully aware of the very serious 
condition, and in great measure 
Was the consultant and director of 
treatment in his own oase. 

He was a Mason of high degree; 
Master of the Blue Lodce at Willis- 
burg until he came to Frankfort, 
Which lodge conducted the burial 
services, assisted by a committee 
Of brothers from Hiram Lodge, N 
4, Frankfort, who accompanied the 
remains to their last resting place. 

Blessed is the consolation that 
the setting is always followed by 
the rising sun, and that he now en- 
Joys the rising of that sun from the 
great white throne. 

A life long friend and acquaint- 
ance said to the writer of this 
memoriam that. Dr. J. S. Demaiee 
was the most moral man and the 
cleanest character he has ever 
. known. He was truly a man with- 
out guilt. His professional brethren 
can bear testimony that he was 
punctilliously ethical in his rela- 
tions with his brother physicians; 
charitable, courteous, and above all 
and at all times, a gentleman. 

Resolved. That this memorial be 
spread on the records of the society : 
a copy presented to his family, and 
the Frankfort papers be requested 
to publish the same. Also that the 
seoretary of the county society fur- 
nish a copy to The Kentucky State 
Medical journal.
